Justice Hughes Reads. 


Justice Hughes began to speak 
at once. By reading the decisions 
in each case before proceeding to 
the lengthy opinions, he. made 
known the will of the Court in the 
quickest way possible. It required 
scarcely more than five minutes, 
the Justice reading in a clear, firm 
voice, before the long awaited ques- 
tion was settled. A moment later 
press association correspondents 
had slipped out of the door and 
within a few seconds the word had 
been flashed to a waiting world. 

Only once did Justice Hughes’ 
voice break. That was in his first 
reference to the validity of the 
joint resolution of Congress on 
which the action of President 
Roosevelt depended. It was plain 
in his opening sentences that he 
was aware of how much turned up- 
on what he was about to say. 


As he read on his voice seemed to 
gain in volume and he gave strong 
emphasis to certain phrases. The 
first opinion that he read was the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Co. bond 
case. At the outset of the opinion 
he looked up from the printed page

issuing bonds. Congress can not 
ignore the promise which the Gov- 
ernment had made, he said, and 
Congress can not repudiate the 
Government's obligations.

Chief Justice Hughes spoke slow- 
ly and with great deliberation. He 
emphasized the word “affirmed” 
when the private bond cases were 
decided.

He said the Court was not con- 
cerned with the wisdom of the law,

“Fairly construed, the gold 
clauses were intended to afford a 
definite standard of a measure of 
value and thus protect against the 
depreciation of the currency by 
payment of a lesser value than that 
prescribed,” Justice Hughes said.

We have not atempted to 
summarize all the provisions of 
these (the Government’s mone- 
tary) measures. We are not 
concerned with their wisdom. 
The question before the court 
is one of power, not of policy. 


We are of the opinion that 
the gold clauses now before us 
were not contracts for payment 
in gold coin as a commodity, or 
in bullion, but were contracts 
for the payment of money. 


The court (in the legal tender 
cases) pointed out that the ex- 
ercise of the powers of Con- 
gress may affect “apparent ob- 
ligations’ of contracts In many 
ways. The Congress may pass 
bankruptcy acts. The Congress 
may declare war, or, even in 
peace, pass  non-intercourse 
acts, or direct an embargo, 
which may operate seriously 
upon existing contracts. 

. It had never been imag- 
ined that there was a taking of 
private property without com- 
pensation or without due pro- 
cess of law. The harshness of 
such legislation, or the hard- 
ship it may cause, afforded no 
reason for considering it to be 
unconstitutional. 


Contracts, however express, 


cannot fetter the constitutional 
authority of the Congress. 


If the gold clauses now be- 
fore us interfere with the pol- 
icy of the Congress in the ex- 
ercise of that authority (to 
regulate currency) that cannot 
stand. 


The point is whether’ the 
gold clauses do constitute an 
actual interference with the 
monetary policy of the Con- 
gress in the light of its broad 
power to determine that policy. 
Whether they may be deemed 


to be such an interference de- 
pends upon an appraisement of 
economic conditions and upon 
determination of questions of 
fact.

It requires no acute analysis 
or profound economic inquiry to 
disclose the dislocation of the |

We are not concerned with 
consequences, in the sense that 
consequences, however serious, 
may excuse an invasion of con- 
stitutional right. We are con- | 
cerned with the constitutional 
power of the Congress over the 
monetary system of the country 
and its attempted frustration. 


In the light of abundant ex- 
perience, the Congress was en- 
titled to choose such a uniform | 
monetary system, and to reject | 
a dual system, with respect to 
all obligations within the range 
of the exercise of its constitu- 
tional authority. 


We think that it is clearly 
shown that these clauses in- 
terfere with the exertion of the 
power granted to the Congress, 
and certainly it is not estab- 
lished that the Congress arbi- 
trarily or capriciously decided 
that such an interference ex- 
isted. 
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validate existing contracts which in- 
terfere with its constitutional 
powers, including those issued by 
private parties, states, municipali- 
ties and their political subdivisions. 
The Court reached the conclusion, 
he said, that Congress, in the exer- 
cise of its power to regulate cur- 
rency, could not be controlled by 
gold clauses in private obligations. 
The Court had repeatedly ruled to 
that effect. 


Facts of Cases Involved. 


Four cases were argued before 
the Supreme Court. Two involved 
private contracts; two involved 
Government obligations.. The two 
private suits related to gold clauses 
in bonds of the Missouri Pacific 
and the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
roads, and the issue before’ the 
court in both cases was seemingly 
identical. In all the cases the plain- 
tiffs contended that the Act. of 
Congress canceling gold clauses in 
all bonds and other obligations, 
both public and private, was un- 
constitutional, and the defendant 
corporations and the Government 
argued the contrary. In the private 
cases the lower courts held that 
Congress did have the power to 
void gold clauses in private con- 
tracts. 

The Missouri Pacific bonds in 
question had matured in 1933, and 
the specific issue in litigation was 
whether the principal of a matured 
bond, as well as the interest, shoud

be paid on the basis of the old 25.8

Of the two Government cases, 
one involved gold certificates, which 
formerly circulated as currency, and 
which carried the Government’s 
promise to redeem them in gold 

‘in of the old standard; the other 
related to Liberty Bonds issued in 
1918 containing the gold clause. 
Both these cases originated in the 
United States Court of Claims 
where holders of these two forms 
of Government obligations had sued 
the Federal Government for the 
difference between the face value 
in gold of their holdings surren- 
dered under protest, and the equiva- 
lent of that value in present cur- 
rency. 


While the general issue in the 
last two cases was the same, name- 
ly whether Congress could invaii- 
date a gold clause in the Govern- 
ment’s own obligations, the possi- 
ble distinction between a gold cer- 
tificate and a Liberty Bond was 
also involved. The two :ses were 
merely docketed before the Court 
cf Claims and had not been argued 
when that court, to gave time, 
certified them to the Supreme 
Court with a list of constitutional 
questions raised by the suits. 

Financial activities of the Roose 
velt administration, leading up to 
the gold clause cases, saw this 


country go off the gold standard 
and other developments which re- 
verberated throughout the world. 

On his second day in the White 
House, Mr. Roosevelt issued his 
proclamation imposing a general 
nation-wide banking holiday. Dur- 
ing the bank holiday, no bank could 
pay out any cash “or take any oth- 
er action which might facilitate” 
hoarding. 

Three days later, the Emergency 
Banking Act was introduced in 
Congress and passed the same day. 
It required “any or all individuals, 
partnerships, associations and cor- 
porations to pay and deliver to the 
Treasurer of the United States any 
or all gold coin, gold bullion and 
gold certificates” owned by them. 


On March 10, President Roose- 
velt issued an executive order pro- 
hibiting, until further notice, any 
individual, partnership, association 
or corporation from exporting or 
|}otherwise removing from United 
| States domains any gold coin, bul- 
lion or gold certificates except as 
}authorized by the Treasury. 
| Foreign exchange restrictions also 
| were placed in effect on this date, 
‘except as would interfere with 
“legitimate and normal business.” 

Hoarding of Gold Forbidden. 

The following month an execu- 
tive order was issued forbidding 
|hoarding of gold, with certain ex- 
| ceptions, of more than $100 per per- 
‘son, and providing a penalty for vio- 
| lations. 

Congress authorized the President 
on May 12 to accept silver in pay- 


‘ment of the debts of foreign govern- 


‘ments up to $200,000,000, to reduce 
the weight of the gold dollar by not 
more than 50 per cent, to fix the 
weight of the silver dollar at a def- 
inite ratio in relation to the gold 
dollar, and to provide for the un- 


limited coinage of such gold and 
‘silver at the ratio as fixed. 

The President also was authorized 
to fix the weight of the gold dollar 
in accordance with any internation- 
al agreement which might be. ar- 
ranged. 

A joint resolution was approved 
by Congress on June 5 authorizing 
issuance of United States Govern- 
ment obligations payable

TWO ANGLES OF GOLD RULING 
MISLED LAWYERS FOR MOMENT 


Those Listening Thought, at First, 
Government Had Won Complete 
Victory.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Gov- 
ernment lawyers, listening to Chief 
Justice Hughes’ gold opinion today, 
had one very anxious moment. 
After upholding the Government in 
the private bond cases, the Chief 
Justice announced that in one of 
the Government bond cases the 
court had found the plaintiff en- 
titled to no damages. 

Administration officials and news- 
paper men got a momentary im- 
pression this meant a complete 
Government victory. They were 
brought up short, however, when 
the Chief Justice went on to say 
with respect to the other Govern- 
ment bond case: 

“We hold that the joint resolu- 
tion (decreeing that gold payments 
were unnecessary) is invalid.” 

Later the Chief Justice explained 
that even though the _ resolution 
was unconstitutional, the bondhold- 
ers had shown no actual damage 
and therefore had no standing in 
the Court of Claims, the only trib- 
unal through which money can be 
recovered from the Government. 


‘BABY BONDS’ WILL YIELD 
2.9 PCT, IF HELD 10 YEARS 


Will Be Put on Sale About March 
1, Deducting Interest From 
Purchase Price.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—As a 
prelude to a selling campaign remi- 


niscent of war times, the Treasury 
today informed the public that the 
new type “baby bonds” would yield 
2.9 per cent compounded semi-an- 


nually. 

The securities are to be issued in 
denominations as low as $25 and 
they were described by officials as 
designed for “the little fellow with 
the urge to save.” Their official 
name is “United States Savings 
Bonds,’ 

The bonds, the Treasury ex- 
plained, will yield the 2.9 per cent 
if held until their 10-year maturity. 
They will be sold on or about March 
1, on a discount basis, which means 
that the interest will be deducted 
from the purchase price of the se- 
curity. 

For instance, purchasers will pay 
$18.75 for a bond of $25 maturity 
value; $37.50 for a $50 bond; $75 for 
a $100 bond; $375 for a $500 bond, 
and $750 for a $1000 bond.

“All the world was told,” said the 
Justice, “‘you must take 60 per cent 
of what you contracted for. That’s 
the state of affairs we have come 
to.” And then finally his voice 
rang out: “The shame and the hu- 
miliation of it all none in this 
room will ever see the end of.” 

Justice Hughes began to read 
other orders on the docket. The 
crowd began to file out of the room 
so noisily that the bailiff rapped 
sharply for order. Thus had closed 
a significant chapter of history, 
with such drama as even the his- 
toric courtroom has rarely’ wit- 
nessed. A few minutes later the 
Justices filed out for their lunch- 
eon recess, Capital police holding 
back the crowds that had persisted 
through the long session. 

Some Senators Get in. 

Shortly after 10 o'clock movie 
camera men had set up a battery 
of cameras and Klieg lights just 
outside the door of the chamber 
and photographed any one who 
would pose for them. Soon word 
came from the office of the Chief 
Justice that this eould not be per- 
mitted.

Admiral Richard E. Byrd and mem- 
bers of his Antarctic expedition re- 
turned to civilization today. 

After the expedition’s flagship 
arrived here, Dr. Thomas C. Poul- 


ter, second in command, and Miss 
Helen Gray were married. Admiral] 
Byrd gave the bride away. Ar- 
rangements for the wedding were 
completed by wireless. 

Dr. Poulter first met Miss Gray 
when he was a member of the fac- 
ulty of Iowa Wesleyan College. She 
later assisted him in scientific 
work and during the time Dr. Poui- 
ter has been in the Antarctic has 
been caring for his three children 
by a former marriage. 


Hasn’t Lost a Man. 


“The highlight of my experience 
as an explorer,” Byrd said on his 
arrival, “is the fact that I have 
now led four major expeditions and 
have returned each time without 
losing a single man by death. This 
must be considered due to a special 
act of Providence, and not to any 
skill of mine.” 

As the flagship approached. shore 
those on board the official launch 
which went out to welcome the ex- 
plorers saw the ship’s personnel 
clustered along the deck rail. Some 
were heavily bearded, and their 
weaned had not been cut Tor ‘months. 


They caught peaches and apricots 
tossed by welcomers. Admiral Byrd 
remained on the bridge smoking a 
pipe and waving his acknowledg- 
ment of the greeting. 

Describing the expedition’s work, 
Admiral Byrd said the primary 
purpose had been to discover wheth- 
er there was a connection between 
Marie Byrd Land and the main 
Antarctic continent. As a result 
of the expedition’s observations, he 
said, it has been definitely estab- 
lisheqd such a connection exists. 

Scientific Data Obtained. 

Byrd said a great deal of scien- 
tific work of considerable value had 
been accomplished by the experts 
who accompanied him, but that the 
full results of these investigations 
would not be known for three or 
four years. The information must 
pe collated carefully and studied 
before conclusions can be drawn, 
he explainea. 

He said that large quantities of 
food and housing material had been 
left behind at the Bay of Whales 
and would be available for any fu- 
ture Antarctic 
said he did not know whether he 
personally would undertake any 
further explorations.

He said the committee -report 
failed to show five additional ships 
built at Newport News yards, at a 
cost of $16,350,000, and had omitted 
also the fact the Federal Shipbuild- 
ing Co. received $16,000,000 worth of 
work and the Sun Shipbuilding $5,- 
000,000.

GUARD KILLED, 
18 BREAK PRISON 
RUN BY WOMAN 


Away From Trusty, Re- 
lease Convicts, Lock Up 
Guards at Granite, Ok.

GRANITE, Ok., Feb. 18.—EHigh- 
'teen convicts were at large today 
after a wholesale break from the 
State Reformatory during visiting 
hours yesterday when one guard 


Back in the cells were 13 other 
convicts who had joined in the dash 
for liberty, while Mrs. George A. 
‘Waters, the nation’s only woman 
| warden of a prison for men, sought 
| the source of pistols smuggled to 
the leaders, 


Sheriff's posses rode throughout 
the night over the plains seeking 
to rout the felons from their hiding 
places and guards were placed 
along major highways. 

The break yesterday followed an 
investigation into reports of cruel 
treatment of the inmates. 

“We have been having trouble 
all week,” said the warden. “We 
took every precaution but we 
couldn't guard against guns being 
smuggled in. 

Convicts Get Keys. 


The break started wnen ringlead- 
ers confronted a trusty prisoner, 
serving as inside turnkey and 
poked a pistol against hig ribs. 

“Give us the keys,” they demand- 
ed. He gave them up. 

The leaders then rounded up all 
inside turnkeys and Day Sergeant 
| Walter Ford, locking them in a 
cell, 

“Come on,” they yelled. 

Many prisoners rallied to the cry. 
rushing upstairs into the visitors’ 
room. 

“There were about 20 visitors 
there, mostly women and children,” 
said Leslie Long, a convict, who 
was talking with his wife and sis- 
| ter-in-law. 
| “We all went out toward the 
front tower. They herded us out 
there to keep the guards from 
| shooting at them. After they broke 
I went over and gave up.” 


| Tower Guard Killed. 
| As the -convicts advanced down 
'the corridors toward the double- 
| barred front door and freedom, one 
of them snatched a sawed-off shot- 
gun from a door-guard’s wall rack. 
| An instant later, the gun was 
_ used to kill 60-year-old Peter Jones, 
| veteran tower guard. The group of 
_Visitors were still being used as 
shields. 
| The woman warden hurried into 
| the yard from her residence, just 
outside the walls. She signaled to 
riflemen in sentry-boxes on wall 
and tower. 

They fired once without effect. 
Then Deputy Warden M. R. Gal- 


lion discharged his automatic shot- at 


| gun, 
Escape in Autos, 
Eight convicts stumbled as if hit 
but continued on, Another, terrified, 


halted. A tenth was taken nearby | | 
| by a citizen, Vernon Taliaferro of| #3 


|Carter, who was present at the 
| break and was deputized and armed 
| by the guards. 

Twenty-one of the prisoners got 
into parked automobiles, or stopped 
| drivers of cars on the highway in 
front of the reformatory. Three of 
them were recaptured later by pos- 
semen at Sayre. 
_ Henry Hildenberg, a Stephens 
County prisoner held for safekeep- 
ing in the reformatory, gave assist- 
ance to the guards. He-war forced 


‘outside in the break but returned|* 


immediately. He helped to liberate 
the guards locked in a cell. 

Mrs. Waters’ story of the break 
is as follows: 

“After eating lunch I sat down 


fired. I first ran to the front door, 


went to the tower myself. The No. 2 
tower guard said ‘there is a boy 
going over the wall.’ I said, ‘Shoot 
him and keep on shooting until you 
stop him,’ 

“Then I went directly to the pris- 
on and found all of the doors open, 
including the back door leading 
into the prison yard. 

“I first closed the door leading 


the siren blown. 

“T went into the cellhouse. All 
the doors were open, with the keep- 
ers locked in cells. I found § six 
officers locked up. Then I got the 
keys and let them out. 

“T closed the nine prisoners on 
the inside rotunda. Next I went to 
the prison yard. 

Hats Off to Her. 

“The minute I went to the prison 
steps and the prisoners saw me, ev- 
ery hat went off to me. And then 
I knew everything was all right. I 
ordered them searched and put in 
their cells and a check count made 
to ascertain the prisoners who Kad 
escaped. 

“In- the meantime I was directing 
the hunt. The telephone lines were 
cut and I ordered Lewis Lindsey, 
record clerk, to get to Granite and 
call broadcasting stations and offi- 
cers in the surrounding territory.” 

Her husband abandoned tortuous 
methods of punishing rebellious 
prisoners and she says’ she has 
maintained his policy. After pris- 
oners had been placed in solitary 
confinement for misconduct, she 
always calls them before her. 

“I find that the normal-minded 
youth will respond quickly to a 
motherly talk,” she says.

In 1917, Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road Co. acquired the property of 
the obligor subject to the mort- 
gage securing the bonds. In 
March, 1933, the United States 
District Court, Eastern District of 
Missouri, approved a petition filed 
by the latter company under Sec- 
tion 77 of the bankruptcy act. 

In the following December, the 
trustees under the mortgage 
asked leave to intervene, seeking 
to have the income of the proper- 
ty applied against the mortgage 
debt and alleging that the debt 
was payable “in gold.coin of the 
United States of the standard. of 
weight and fineness prevailing on 
May 1, 1903.” : 

RFC Intervenes. 

Later, the Reconstruction  Fi- 
nance Corporation and the Unit- 
ed States, as creditors of the deb- 
tor, filed a joint petition for 
leave to intervene, in which they 
denied the validity of the gold 
clause contained in the mortgage 
and bonds. Leave to intervene 
specially was granted to each ap- 
plicant on April 5, 1934, and an- 
swers were filed. 

On the hearing, the District 
Court decided that the joint reso- 
lution of June 5, 1933, was con- 
stitutional and that the trustees 
were entitled, in payment of the 
principal of each bond, to $1000 in 
money constituting legal tender. 
Decree was entered accordingly 
and the trustees (respondents 
here) took two appeals to the 
United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals. While these appeals 
were pending, this Court granted 
writs of certiorari, Nov. 5, 1934. 

The joint resolution of June 5, 
1933, was one of a series of meas- 
ures relating to the currency. 
These measures disclose not only 
the purposes of the Congress, but 
also the situations which existed 
at the time the joint’ resolution 
was adopted and when the pay- 
ments unler the “gold clauses” 
were sought 

President’s Orders. 

On March 6, 1933, the President. 
Stating that there had been 
“heavy and unwarranted with- 
drawals of gold and currency 
from our banking institutions fo: 
the purpose of hoarding” and “ex- 
tensive speculative activity abroad 
in foreign exchange” which had 
resulted “in severe drains on the 
nation’s stocks of gold,” and re- 
citing the authority conferred: by 
section 5 (B) of the act of Oct. 6, 
1917 (40 stat. 411), declared “a 
bank holiday” until March 9, 1933. 

On the same date, the Secretary 
of the Treasury, with the Presi- 
dent's approval, issued _ instruc- 
tions to the Treasurer of the 
United States to make payments 
in gold in any form only under 
license issued by the Secretary. 

On March 9, 1933, the Congress 
passed the Emergency Banking 


'Act. 48 stat. 1. All others issued by 


the President of the Secretary of 
the Treasury since March 4, 1933, 
under the authority conferred by 
section 5 (B) of the act of Oct. 
6, 1917, were confirmed. 

That section was amended so 
as to provide that during any pe- 
riod of national emergency de- 
clared by the President, he might 
“investigate, regulate or prohib- 
it,” by means of licenses or other- 
wise, “any transactions in  for- 
eign exchange, transfers or cred- 
it between or payments by bank- 
ing institutions as defined by the 
President, and export, hoarding, 
melting or earmarking of gold or 
silver coin or bullion or currency 
by any person within the United 
States or any place subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof.” 

Calling in of Gold. 

The act also amended Section 
11 of the Federal Reserve Act 
(39 Stat. 752) so as to authorize 
the Secretary of the Treasury to 
require all persons to deliver to 
the Treasurer of the United 
States “any or all gold coin, gold 
bullion, and gold. certificates” 
owned by them, and that the 
Secretary should pay therefor “an 
equivalent amount of any other 
form of coin or currency coined 
or issued under the laws of the 
United States.” 

By executive order of March 10, 
1933, the President authorized 
banks to be reopened, as stated, 
but prohibited the removal from 
the United States, or any place 
subject to its jurisdiction, of “any 
gold coin, gold bullion, or gold 
certificates, except in accordance 
with regulations prescribed by 
or under license issued by the 
Secretary of the Treasury.” By 
further executive order of April 5, 
1933, forbidding hoarding, all per- 
sons were required to deliver, on 
or before May 1, 1933, to stated 
banks “all gold coin, gold bullion 
and gold certificates,” with cer- 
tain exceptions, the holder to re- 
ceive “an equivalent amount of 
any other form of coin or cur- 


rency coined or issued under the 
laws of the United States.” An- 
other order of April 20, 1933, con- 
tained further requirements with 
respect to the acquisition and ex- 
port of gold and to transactions 
in foreign exchange. 
Revaluing the Dollar. 

By Section 43 of the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Act of May 12, 
1933 (ri stat. 51), it was pro- 
vided that the President should 
have authority, upon the making 
of prescribed findings and in the 
circumstances stated, “to fix the 
weight of the gold dollar in grains 
nine-tenths fine and also to fix 
the weight of the silver dollar in 
grains nine-tenths fine, at a 
definite fixed ratio in relation 
to the gold dollar at such 
amounts as he finds necessary 
from his investigation to stabil- 
ize domestic prices or to protect 
the foreign commerce against 
the adverse effect of depreciated 
foreign currencies,” and it was 
further provided that the “gold 
dollar, the weight of which is so 
fixed, shall be the standard unit 
of value,” and that “all forms 
of money shall be maintained at 
& parity with this standard,” but 
that “in no event shall the weight 
of the gold dollar be fixed so as 
to reduce its present weight by 
more than 50 per centum.” 

Then followed the joint resolu- 
tion of June 5, 1933. There were 
further executive orders of Aug. 
28 and 29, 1933; Oct. 25, 1933, and 
Jan. 11 and 15, 1934, relating to 
the hoarding and export of gold 
coin, gold bullion and gold cer- 
tificates, to the sale and export 
of gold recovered from natural 
deposits, and to transactions in 
foreign exchange, and orders of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, ap- 
proved by the President, on Dec. 
28, 1933, and Jan. 15, 1934, for 
the delivery of gold coin, gold 
bullion and gold certificates to 
the United States Treasury. 

On Jan. 30, 1934, the Congress 
passed the “Gold Reserve Act of 
1934” (48 stat. 337) which, by sec- 
tion 13, ratified and confirmed all 
the actions, regulations and or- 
ders taken or made by the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of the 
Treasury under the act of March 
9, 1933, or under section 43 of the 
act of May 12, 1933, and, by sec- 
tion 12, with respect to the au- 
thority of the President to fix the 
weight of the gold dollar, provided 
that it should not be fixed “in any 
event at more than 60 per centum 
of its present weight.” 

On Jan. 31, 1934, the President 
issued his proclamation declaring 
that he fixed “the weight of the 
gold dollar to be “15 5-21 
nine-tenths fine,’ from and after 
that date. 

Question of Power Not Policy. 

We have not attempted _ to- 
summarize all the provisions of 
these measures. We are not con- 
cerned with their wisdom. The 
question before the Court is one 
of power, not of policv.. And that 
question touches the validity of 
these measures at but a single 
point, that is, in relation to the 
joint resolution denving effect to 
“gold clauses” in existing con- 
tracts. The resolution must, how- 
ever, be considered in its legisla- 
tive setting and in the light of 
other measures in pari materia. 

First. The interpretation of the 
gold clauses in suit. In the case 
of. the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
Co., the obligor considers the ob- 
ligation to be one “for the pay- 
ment of money and not for the 
delivery of a specified number of 
grains or ounces of gold:’’ that it 
is an obligation payable in money 
of the United States and not less 
so because payment is to be made 
“in a particular kind of money;” 
that it is not a “commodity con- 
tract’ which could be discharged 
by “tender of bullion.” 

At the same time, the obligor 
contends that, while the joint res- 
olution is constitutional in either 
event, the clause is a “gold coin” 
and not a “gold value” clause; 
that is, it does not imply “a pay- 
ment in the ‘equivalent’ of gold 
in case performance by payment 
is gold coin is impossible.” The 
parties, runs the argument, in- 
tended that the instrument should 
be negotiable and hence it should 
not be regarded as one “for the 
payment of an indeterminate sum 
ascertainable only at date of pay- 
ment,’ and in the reference to the 
standard of weight and fineness, 
the words “equal to” are said to 
be synonymous with “of.” 

Opposing Arguments. 

In the case of the bonds of the 
St. Louis, Iron Mountain & South- 
ern Railway Co., the Government 
urges that by providing for pay- 
ment in gold coin’ the parties 
showed an intention “to protect 
against depreciation of one kind 
of money as compared with an- 
other, as for example paper 
money compared with gold. or sil- 
ver compared with gold;” and, by 
providing that the gold coin 
should be of a particular stand- 
ard, they attempted “to assure 
against payment in coin of lesser 
gold content.” 

The clause, it is said, “does not 
reveal an intention to _ protect 


-against a situation where gold 


coin no longer circulates and all 
forms of money are maintained in

for example, to a contract to pay 
a specified sum in lumber, or in 
fruit, or grain;” that the terms

In view of that impossibility, 
asserted to exist both in fact and 
in law, the Government contends 
that “the present debtor would be 
excused, in an action on the 
bonds, from the obligation to pay 
in gold coin,” but, “as only one 
term of the promise in the gold 
clause is impossible to perform 
and illegal,” the remainder of the 
obligation should stand and thus 
the obligation “becomes one to 
pay the stated number of dol- 
lars.”

Contracts to Pay Money. 

We are of the opinion that the 
gold clauses now before us were 
not contracts for payment in gold 
coin as a commodity, or in bul- 
lion, but were contracts for the 
payment of money. The bonds 
were severally for the payment of 
one thousand dollars. 

We also think that, fairly con- 
strued, these clauses were intend- 
ed to afford a definite standard 
cr measure of value, and thus to 
protect against a depreciation of 
the currency and against the dis- 
charge of the obligation by a pay- 
ment of lesser value than that 
prescribed. 

When these contracts were 
made they were not repugnant 
to any action of the Congress. 

In order to determine whether 
effect may now be given to the 
intention of the parties in the 
face of the action taken by the 
Congress, or the contracts may 
be satisfied by the payment dol- 
lar for dollar, in legal tender, as 
the Congress has now prescribed, 
it is necessary to consider (1) the 
power cf the Congress to estab 
lish a monetary system and the 
necessary implications of that 
power; (2) the power of the Con- 
gress to invalidate the provisions

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CONSERVATION IN THE OZARKS. 

The House Fish and Game Committee of the Mis- 
souri Assembly has voted to report favorably a bill 
creating the State Conservation Commission, which 
would tie together all the wild life, reforestation and 
public recreation enterprises in Missouri. 

There are interesting possibilities in the movement. 
Missouri has never had either reforestation or any- 
thing better than political game conservation. To 
compare what has been done here in either field to 
the progressive work in New York and Pennsylvania 
is to realize how recreant we have been in a region 
particularly suited by nature for both forests and 
wild life. 

We hope to see the Legislature look at the subject 
in a way comparable to the opportunity itself. Both 
the Government and the State are moving into the 
Ozarks with park programs, forest programs, game 
programs and all that goes with recapture of the 
primitive attractions of the region. The State is 
acquiring most of the big springs and surrounding 
them with parks. The CCC is equipping the parks 
with hotels and cabins. It is actually spending hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to do for the State 
what it could never do for itself. The Government 
is purchasing large tracts for the growing of timber. 

After ruthlessly cutting off the yellow pine and 
the white oak over one of Nature’s own choices for 
the growth of timber, we are at long last moving to 
replace the only considerable material service which 
the whole Ozark range has ever been able to render 
to man. Every desultory attempt at reforestation 
has been thwarted, until, like the breaking of a dam, 
the deluge of necessity itself is upon us. Great areas 
of hill country, constituting in some instances almost 
whole counties, have lain fallow for years, useless 
alike to themselves and society, a burden to the rest 
of the State, recreant in taxes, the very crafts and 
handiworks of the people declining, because we would 
not resow what we reaped. 

What a movement it is, and how prophetic of the 
better and more profitable uses.to which the Ozarks 
are to be put! The House committee is right about 
the conservation commission. We have needed it for 
many years, and we can never move in step with

When Rexford Guy Tugwell was being quizzed 
by a senatorial committee as to his fitness to be- 
come Undersecretary of Agriculture, he was 
asked to explain the meaning of the phrase, “an- 
thropomorphic sequence in human existence,” 
Which had appeared in one of his articles. The 
inquisitors suspected that it had something to do 
with destroying the established law and order, 
and with Tugwell'’s declaration that the “anthro- 
pomorphic interpretation of events” was verv 
plain, they understood no more than they had 
before.

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THE SCHOOL BOARD ELECTION. 


Six weeks hence, four members, or one-third, of 
the Board of Education will be elected, at the time 
of the municipal election, under the new law to make 
the board bipartisan instead of nonpartisan. Unless 
the voters act with much care and intelligence in 
selecting new members, there is danger that school 
affairs may be thrown into the welter of party polli- 
tics. 

One member, whose term will expire in April but 
who will not seek re-election, said he feared the 
board was being used for political advantage, though 
he had no tangible evidence. Several candidates or 
potential candidates for the board declared they 
would not enter or remain in the race unless as- 
sured of political support. One asserted that he would 
have “organization” backing by the Democrats. An- 
other said: “It’s going to be a straight political sit- 
uation this time. I don’t want to be running after 
the party committee for support; it’s up to the com- 
mittee.” 

Among those considering running for the board 
are a member of the Republican city and State com- 
mittees and a former Republican national commit- 
teewoman. That little public attention was given the 
bipartisan bill, passed by the 1933 Legislature, was 
shown by the fact that one candidate did not learn 
until after his nominating petition had been put into 
circulation that the election was not to be nonpar- 
tisan. 

There has been no indication of a strong move- 
ment to support the best-qualified candidates, al- 
though the Public School Patrons’ Alliance has 
planned, as usual, to indorse a slate of candidates. 

What is needed is a strongly organized, widely 
representative citizen body to keep a constant watch 
over the operation of the schools, with particular 
attention to bringing out and electing the highest 
type of citizen to the board.

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NEWSPAPER BIOGRAPHY AS HISTORY.

be the law of this country that those 

working in office, shop or factory shall 
not be allowed to work more than six hours 
in one day or more than five days in one 
week. It further provides that wages shall 
not be reduced from whatever they are to- 
day for the longer week's work. 

Of course, such an idea has a great ap- 
peal. I suppose the majority of those who 
work. wish they did not have to work as 
hard or as long as at present. Obviously, 
if the working hours of each person are 
cut, it will take more people to get the 
same amount of work done. This should 
mean more jobs, and the idea that we can 
make more jobs without cutting the wages 
of those now employed has a very strong 
appeal. 

Of course, we would like to ‘see the mil- 
lions of people who want work get it, and 
we would like to see the great expense of 
supporting them out of taxes reduced, but 
the great question is, Will the Black-Con- 
nery bill accomplish that purpose? 

I think we shall have shorter hours of 
work as time goes on. I thing we may 
reach the 30-hour week in time. But for 
Congress to pass a law that would disrupt 
all business and change our working and 
living habits overnight is not the way to 
do it. We shall get there just as-slowly, or 
just as swiftly, as machinery and manufac- 
turing skill improve in one industry after 
another—and no more swiftly or no more 
Slowly. Any attempt to do it by law will 
be a disaster of proportions so serious I 
hate to think about it. 

* * * 

What would happen if Congress should 
pass a law cutting down the hours of work 
by one-fourth, with no pay cut? It is the 
same thing as raising wages one-third. It is 
the same thing to the manufacturer, surely, 
for he will have to hire one-third more men 
to turn out the same amount of goods. 

With the price of everything increased 
considerably, everybody would find out that 
he was no better off—was worse off, in fact. 
Any plan which makes it impossible for us 
to buy so many things as we do now is no 
benefit; it is a step backward. 

If someone will improve the present tools 
and machinery so that a man can produce 
in six hours as much as he does now in 
eight, why, then, we can pay him one-third 
more, and maybe cut the price to you of 
the goods he makes. Do not be deceived 
by the fact that this sounds very simple. 
It is simple, but it actually represents what 
has happened over the course of the years. 
As the labor cost of making an article has 
come down through the invention and the 
improvement of machinery and methods. 
prices have come down, wages have in- 
creased, hours have been shortened and ev- 
erybody was better off. 

Do you think automobiles can suddenly 
be made a third to a quarter cheaper? Or 
do you think, as I do, that the result of the 
Black-Connery bill would be to increase the 
price of cars so that a great number of 
people would suddenly discover they could 
not afford to buy one? That would mean 


T HE Black-Connery bill proposes that it 
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that fewer cars would be made, which would 
mean that soon more people would be out of 
work, as the same effect was felt in other 
industries. We should be much worse off 
than when we started. 

Of course, there is one very big group of 
our people who would be hard hit by any 
such law. I mean the farmers. They 
wouldn't get any shorter hours, and the 
price of everything they buy would be boost- 
ed right away. Since they would have no 
more money to buy with, they would simplv 
have to buy fewer things. And that would 
further increase unemployment. 

It is plain enough to anyone who will 
think about it even a little that the amount 
of money each one of us receives:for out 
work is not really the measure of our pros- 
perity. During the Alaska gold rush, re- 
ports came back that workmen were get- 
ting paid $25 a day. So they were, but they 
paid $100 for a pair of shoes, $15 a day for 
board, $25 for a quart of strawberries. You 
can raise everybody’s wages, if you raise 
prices at the same time. But you can’t do 
this quickly in any other way. 

+ * * 

Passage of the Black-Connery bill would 
have not only bad effects over the long 
range of time, but it would bring down 
upon our heads an immediate and appalling 
disaster. I know those are strong words, 
and I know exactly what they mean. 

Business can adapt itself to the most dif- 
ficult, the most outrageous. circumstances, 
and it has done so again and again in the 
past. 3ut one thing business cannot do-- 
never has done and never will. It cannot 
change abruptly. 

Faced with a law ordering an increase in 
labor costs of one-third immediately, most 
small businesses and all but a few of the 
biggest corporations would have to shut 
down. They have no reserves left to meet 
such an enormous increase in cost. Re- 
serves have long since been used up in the 
depression. True, business would make 
some kind of new beginning, some day. 
But the first, the immediate, effect of a 
30-hour bill would be a huge increase in 
unemployment. There are now millions of 
jobless. I should expect the Black-Connery 
bill to double their number, very quickly. 

* « « 

Don’t get the idea that this would be 
done out of deliberation, or as a kind of 
employers’ strike of protest, or anything 
like that. When the factory shuts down, it 
is the boss who loses money, hand over fist. 
And he wants to keep going, and make 
profits. But it would simply be impossible 
under the 30-hour bill. He would have to 
raise his prices immediately and you would 
stop buying. We are al! Just getting ready 
to buy again, after doing without things for 
these few past years. Now jack up prices 
suddenly, and we will stop buying again. 

It would be a profound shock to the 
country—and the country, on the eve of 
what I confidently believe to be revival. 
Can't stand another shock. It would slow 
up all recovery and lower, not improve, the 
living standards of every man, woman and 
child in this country.

WILLIAM RILEY WHEELER DIES 


San Diego Publisher Once Assis- 
tant Secretary of Commerce.

SAN DIEGO, Cal., Feb. 18.—Wil- 
liam Riley Wheeler, 71 years old, 
president and treasurer of the San 
Diego Union-Tribune Publishing 
Co. and former Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor, died yes- 
terday.

All 
he had, he added, could be “put 
in a pint measure.”

Nothing in the last 
quartettes of Beethoven is richer 
in significance than the first move- 
ment and the two adagios of this 
quintet. The tension created hy 
the second adagio in the finely 
modeled performance of last eve- 
ning made the otherwise sprightly 
and joyous finale seem banal. It 
was a conventional happy ending 
when the content of the preceding 
four movements plainly called for 
something else.

No. 6 —The Draw Shot. 


ITHOUT a good draw shot 
W you can never become very 
efficient in playing either 
carom or pocket billiards. 

To draw the ball, one 
cue below center. 

For an ordinary draw shot, low- 
er the bridge and deliver the 
“follow through” stroke with the 
cue as near as possible on a level 
with the point of aim. 

The photograph shows an in- 
correct bridge when attempting 
to draw the ball. This bridge is 
too high, causing the tip of the 


must 


cue to strike the ball with incor- 
rect downward stroke. This will 
cause miscue and you cannot get 
the proper “back spin” on the 
ball. Lower the bridge when ex- 
ecuting an ordinary draw shot. 


When attempting to execute a 
draw shot, as well as any ordi- 
nary shot, do not have the bridge 
hand too far from the _ ball—the 
correct distance from the fingers 
of your hand to the ball is usual- 
ly about four to six inches.

Great First Basemen. 


EVERAL recent piekers of 
G attstar baseball teams, nota- 

bly George M. Cohan of the 
stage, have selected Lou Gehrig 
as their first-sacker, which goes 
to show how easy it is to for- 
get. It probably is the Broadway 
influence. It is very strong. If 
the Giants hire Hal Schumacher 
for $3000 his first year in the big 
league and he helps win a pen- 
nant, it’s fine and dandy. If Sam 
Breadon hires Paul Dean _ for 
$3000 his first year up and he 
helps win a pennant, Sam is 
jeered from the Battery to the 
Bronx. 

Did George M. Cohan ever hear 
of a first baseman named George 
Harold Sisler? Well, we did. Did 
George M. Cohan ever see George 
Harold Sisler doing his stuff 
around what the freshman class 
likes to call the initial sack? 
Well, we did. 

Gehrig is a very valuable base- 
ball player. He can hit a balla 
long way. And he hits it fre- 
quently. But batting and field- 
ing considered, Mr. Cohan can 
have Lou Gehrig for his_ first 
baseman and we'll take George 
Harold Sisler. 

Gehrig’s record is an impressive 
one. His lifetime batting average 
is about .344. But remember that 
Gehrig has done much of his bat- 
ting against the lively ball, where- 
as when Sisler was making his- 
tory as the outstanding hitter. in 
the American League, there was 
no jack-rabbit under the horse- 
hide. 


Their Best Records. 
F YOU want to consider bat- 
eins alone, take the best year 
that Gehrig ever had. In 1930 
he batted .879 and made 220 hits. 
The record. book shows that Sis- 
ler twice finished with a mark 
better than .400. In 1920 he col- 
lected 257 safeties for an average 
of .407 and after dropping all the 
way to .371 in 1921, he came back 
in 1922 with 246 safeties for the 
impressive batting mark of .420. 
Be GIng averages are not al- 
ways a dependable yardstick in 
measuring a player’s defensive 
value. But the record books show 
that in Sisler’s best pesne year

Hal Chase has been the choice 
of many pickers of all-time all- 
star teams. We didn’t know 
much about the fine points of 
baseball or first-sacking when 
Chase was a star. But there are 

many reasons, which do not have 
to be mentioned, for excluding 
him in favor of Sisler, Gehrig and 
many others. 


Sisler Was an Artist. 


ISLER, without benefit of a 

GO ively ball, was one of the 

great hitters. Gehrig has the 
power; Sisler had skill. He could 
hit the ball over the fence, lay 
down a bunt, punch line drives 
over the infield and make life 
miserable for any outfield that 
tried to shift for him. When the 
fly-chasers moved toward the 
right foul line, you’d see George’s 
front foot—his right—shift. He’d 
turn the toe in a little toward the 
third base side and whack the 
ball down the left field line. 

It was one of the great trage- 
dies of the diamond when eye- 
trouble forced Sisler out of the 
game after he had reached the 
peak in 1922. He retufned to duty 
in 1924, but he was never the 
same. However, while he was at 
his best, during the seasons of 
1920, 1921 and 1922, he was the 
greatest first baseman the writer 
ever saw. 

George M. Cohan’s memory 
must be failing him. There nev- 
er was a greater first baseman 
than George Harold Sisler. Or 
what do you think?

Legal Tender Decision. 

Dealing with the specific ques- 
tion as to the effect of the legal 
tender acts upon contracts made 
before their passage, tlgat is, those 
for the payment of money gener- 
ally, the court, in the legal ten- 
der cases, recognized the possible 
consequences of such enactments 
in frustrating the expected  per- 
ae ret of contracts—in render- 
Ing them “fruitless Le 
ie sce ruitless or partially 

The court pointed out that the 
eexrcise of the powers of Con- 
sress may affect “apparent obli- 
gations” of contracts in many 
ways. 

Status of Contracts. 


The Congress may pass bank- 
anctare ‘wer! Se oom aap 
‘ ar, » €ven in peace, 
Pass non-intercourse acts, or di- 
rect an embargo, which may op- 
erate seriously upon existing con- 
tracts. 

And the Court reasoned that if 
the legal tender acts “were justly 
chargeable with impairing con- 
tract obligations, they would not, 
for that reason, be forbidden, un- 
less a different rule is to be ap- 
piled to them from that which 
1as hitherto prevailed in the 
construction of other powers 
3 Ages by the fundamental law.” 

Fhe conclusion was that. con- 
oe must be understood as 
Nnaving been made in reference 
to the possible exercise of the 
rightful authority of the Govern- 
ment, and that no obligation of 
a contract “can extend to the 
defeat” of that authority. Knox 
v. Lee, supra pp. 549-551. 

On similar grounds, the Court 
dismissed the contention under 
a fifth amendment forbidding 
the taking of private property 
for public use without just com- 
pensation or the deprivation of 
it without due process of law. 

That provision, said the Court, 
referred only to a direct appropri- 
ation. A new tariff, an embar- 
a war, might bring upon 
individuals great losses; might, 
indeed, render valuable property 
almost valueless—might destroy 
the worth of contracts. 

“But whoever supposed,” asked 
court, “that, because of this, 
a tariff could not be changed or 
a non-intercourse act, or embar- 
go be enacted, or a war be de- 
clared ?” 

Reducing Weight of Coin. 

The court referred to the act 
f June 28, 1834, by which a new

The effect of the measure was 
that all creditors were subjected 
to a corresponding loss, as the 
then due “became solv- 
able with 6 per cent less gold 
than was required to pay them 
before.”

lnw. The harshness of such leg- 
islation, or the hardship it may 
cause, afforded no reason for con- 
sidering it to be unconstitutional. 
Id., pp. 551, 552. 

The question of the validity of 
joint resolution of June 5, 
must be determined in the 
lixcht of these settled principles. 

Right to Invalidate Contracts. 

Third. The power of the Con- 
gress to invalidate the provisions 
of existing contracts which inter- 
fere with the exercise of its con- 
stitutional authority. 

The instant cases involve con- 
tracts between private parties, 
but the question necessarily re- 
lates as well to the eontracts or 
obligations of states and munici- 
palities, or of their political sub- 
divisions, that is, to such engage- 
ments as are within the reach of 
the applicable national power. 

The Government’s own con- 
tracts—-the obligations of the 
United States—are in a distinct 
ctaegory and demand separate 
consideration. See Perry Vv. 
United States, decided this way. 

The contention is that the pow- 
er of the Congress, broadly sus- 
tained by the decisions we have 
cited in relation to private con- 
tracts for the payment of money 
generally, does not extend to the 
striking down of express con- 
tracts for gold payments. 

The acts before the Court in 
the legal tender cases, as we 
have seen, were not:deemed to go 
so far. Those acts left in cir- 
culation two kinds of money, 
both lawful and available, and 
contracts for payments in gold, 
one of these kinds, were not 
disturbed. 

The Court did not decide that 
the Congress did not have the 
constitutional power to invalidate 
existing contracts of that sort, 
if they stood in the way of the 
execution of the policy of the 
Congress in relation to the cur- 
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rency. 
Quotes Justice Bradley. 

Mr. Justice Bradley, in his con- 
curring opinion, expressed the 
view that the Congress had that 
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power and had exercised it. Knox 
vs. Lee, Supra, PP. 566, 567, 

And, upon that ground, he dis- 
sented from the opinion of the 
court in Trebilcock v. Wilson, 
Supra, P. 699, as to the validity 
of contracts fo rpayment “in spe- 
exe”: <2). 

It is significant that Mr. Jus- 
tice Bradley, referring to this- 
ference of opinion in the legal 
tender cases, remarked (in his 
concurring opinion) that “of 
course” the difference arose 
“from the different construction 
given to the legal tender acts.” 

“I do not understand,” he said, 
‘the majority of the court to de- 
c.de that an act so drawn as to 
embrace, in terms, contracts pay- 
able in specie, would not be con- 
stitutional. Such a decision would 
completely nullify the power 
claimed for the Government. For 
it would be very easy, by the use 
of one or two additional words, 
to make all contracts payable in 
specie.” 

Express Interdiction. 


Here, the Congress has enacted 
an express interdiction. The ar- 
gument against it does not rest 
upon the mere fact that the leg- 
islation may cause hardship or 
loss. 

Creditors who have not stipulat- 
ed for gold payments may suf- 
fer equal hardship or loss with 
creditors who have so stipulated. 

The former, admittedly, have no 
constitutional grievance. And, 
while the latter may not suffer 
more, the point is pressed that 
their express stipulations for gold 
payments constitute property, and 
that creditors who have not such 
stipulations are without that prop- 
erty right. 

And the contestants urge that 
the Congress is seeking not to reg- 
ulate the currency, but to regulate 
contracts, and thus has stepped 
beyond the power conferred. 

This argument is in the teeth of 
another established principle. Con- 
tracts, however express, cannot 
fetter the constitutional authority 
of the Congress. Contracts may 
create rights of property, but 
when contracts deal with a sub- 
ject matter which lies within the 
control of the Congress, they have 
a congenital infirmity. 

Limitations Defined. 


Parties cannot remove their 
transactions from the reach or 
dominant constitutional power by 
making contracts about them. See 
Hudson Water Co. v. McCarter, 
209 U: S. 349, 357. 

This principle has familiar il- 
lustration in the exercise of the 
power to regulate commerce. If 
shippers and carriers stipulate for 
specified rates, although the rates 
may be lawful when the contracts 
are made, if Congress through the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
exercises its authority and pre- 
scribes different rates, the latter 
control and override inconsitent 
stipulations in contracts previous- 
ly made. 

This is so. even if the contract 
be a charter granted by a State 
and limiting rates, or a contract 
between municipalities and car- 
riers. New York v. United States, 
957 7. S. 591, 600, 601; United 
States v. Village of Hubbard, 266 
ty S. 474. 477. “Note. See, also, 
Armour Packing Co. v. United 
States. 20 U. S: 56, 80-82; Union 
Drv Goods Co. vs. Georgia Pub- 
lic Service Corporation, 248 U. 8. 
372, 375. 

Addyston Pipe Decision. 

In Addyston Pipe & Steel Co. 
y United States, 175 VU. S.,. 211, 
229. 230. the Court raised the 
pertinent question — If certain 
kinds of private contracts directly 
limit or restrain, and hence reg- 
ulate interstate commerce, why 
should not the power of Congress 
reach such contracts equally with 
legislation of a State to the same 
effect? 

“What sound reason,” said the 
Court, “can be given why Con- 
gress should have the power to 
interfere in the case of the State, 
and yet have none in the case 
of the individual” 

“Commerce is the 
subject of consideration, and any- 
thing which directly obstructs 
and thus regulates that commerce 
which is carried on among the 
states, whether it is State legis- 
lation or private contracts be- 
tween individuals or corporations, 
should be subject to the power 
of Congress in the regulation of 
that commerce.” 

Applying that principle, the 
court held that a contract, valid 
when made (in 1871) for the g1v- 
ing of a free pass by an inter- 
state carrier, in consideration of 
a. release of ‘a claim for damages, 
could not be enforced after the 
Congress had passed the act of 
June 29, 1906, 38 Stat. 584. Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad Co. v. 
Mottley, 219 U. S. 467 (3). 

Quoting the statement of the 
general principle in the legal ten- 
der cases, the court decided that 
the agreement must necessarily 
be regarded as having been made 
subject to the possibility that, at 
same future time, the Congress 
“might so exert its whole con- 
stitutional power in regulating in- 
terstate commerce as to render 
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that agreement unenforceable or 
to impair its value.” 
Restriction Invalid. 

The court considered it incon- 
ceivable that the exercise of such 
‘power “may be hampered or re- 
stricted to any extent by con- 
tracts previously made between 
individuals or corporations.” 

“The framers of. the Constitu- 
tion never intended any such 
state of things to exist.” Id., p. 

482. 

Accordingly, it was been “au- 
thoritatively settled by decisions 
of this court that no previous 
contracts or combinations can 
prevent the application of. the 
anti-trust acts to compel the dis- 
continuance of combinations de- 
Clared to be illegal. Addyston 
Pipe and Steel Co. v. United 
States, supra; United States v. 
Southern Pacific Co., 259 U. S. 
214, 234, 235. See, also, Calhoun 
v. Massie, 253 U. S. 170, 176; Om- 
nia Commercial Co. v. United 
States, 261 U. S. 502, 509; Stephen- 
son v. Binford, 287 U. S. 251, 276. 

The principle is not limited to 
the incidental effect of the ex- 
ercise py the Congress of its 
constitutional authority. There 
is no constitutional ground for 
denying to the Congress the pow- 
er expressly to prohibit and in- 
validate contracts although pre- 
viously made, and valid when 
made, when they interfere with 
the carrying out of the policy it 
is free to adopt. 

Employers’ Liability Ruling. 

The exercise of this power is 
illustrated by the provision of 
Section 5 of the Employers’ Lia- 
bility Act of 1908 (35 stat. 65, 
66) relating to any contract the 
purpose of which was to enable 
a common carrier to exempt it- 
self from the liability which the 
act created. Such a = stipulation 
the act explicitly declared to be 
void, 

In the second employers’ Habil- 
ity cases, 223 U. 8. 1, 52, ‘the 
Court decided that as the Con- 
gress possessed the power to im- 
pose the liability, it also pos- 
sessed the power “to insure its 
efficacy by prohibiting any con- 
tract, rule, regulation or device 
in evasion of it.” 

Another Instance. 

And this prohibition the Court 
has held to be applicable to con- 
tracts made before the act was 
passed. Philadelphia, Baltimore 
& Washington Railroad Co. v. 
Schubert, 224 U. S. 603. 

In that case, the employe, su- 
ing under the act, was a member 
of the “relief fund” of the rail- 
road company under a contract 
of membership, made in 1905, for 
the purpose of securing certain 
benefits. 

The contract provided that an 
acceptance of those _ benefits 
should operate as a release of 
claims, and the company pleaded 
that acceptance as a bar to the 
action.

The power of the Congress in 
regulating interstate commerce 
was not fettered by the necessity 
of maintaining existing arrange- 
ments and stipulations which 
would conflict with the execution 
of its policy. 

Authority Over Commerce. 

The reason is manifest. To sub- 
ordinate the exercise of the Fed- 
eral authority to the continuing 
operation of previous contrasts 
would be to place to this extent 
the regulation of interstate com- 
merce in the hands of private in- 
dividuals and to withdraw from 
the control of the Congress’ so 
much of the field as they might 
choose by “prophetic discern- 
ment’ to bring within the range 
of their agreements. 

The Constitution recognizes: no 
such limitation. ID., PP. 613, 
614. See, also, United States vs. 
Southern Pacific Co., .Supra; 
Sproles v. Binford, 286 U. S. 374, 
390, 391: Radio Commission _ Vv. 
Nelson Brothers’ Co., 289 U. S. 
266, 282. 

The same reasoning applies to 
the constitutional authority of 
the Congress to regulate the cur- 
rency and to establish the mone- 
tary system of the.country. If 
the gold clauses now before us 
interfere with the policy of. the 
Congress in the exercise of that 
authority, they cannot stand. 

Argument on Gold Clauses. 

Fourth. The effect of the gold 
clauses in suit in relation to the 
monetary policy adopted by the 
Congress. 

Despite the wide range of the 
discussion at the bar and _ the 
earnestness with which the argu- 
ments against the validity of the 
joint resolution have been pressed, 
these contentions necessarily are 
brought. under the dominant 
principles to which we have re- 
ferred, to a single and narrow 
point. 

That point is whether the gold 
clauses do constitute an actual 
interference with the monetary 
policy of the Congress in the light 
of its broad power to determine 
that policy. 

Whether they may be deemed 
to be such an interference de- 
pends upon an appraisement of 
economic conditions and upon de- 
termination of questions of fact. 

With respect to those condi- 
tions and determinations, the 
Congress is entitled to its own 
judgment. We may inquire wheth- 
er its action is arbitrary or cap- 
ricious, that is, whether it has 
reasonable relation to a legitimate 
end, 

If it is an appropriate means 
to such an end, the decisions of 
the Congress as to the degree of 
the necessity for the adoption of 
that means, is final. McCulloch 
421, 423; 
Juilliard V. Greenman, Supra, P. 
450; Stafford v. Wallace, 258 Uz 
S. 495, 521; Everard’s Brewerles 
V. Day, 265 U. S. 545, 559, 562. 

Protecting Public Interest. 
The Committee on Banking and 


Court held 
Liabilitv Act 
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Currency of the House of Repre- 
sentatives stated in its report 
recommending favorable action 
upon the joint resolution (H. R. 
Rep. No. 169, 73D Cong., First 
Sess.): 

“The occasion for the declara- 
tion in the resolution that the 
gold clauses are contrary to 
public policy arises out of the 
experiences of the present emer- 
gency. These gold clauses ren- 
der ineffective the power of the 
Government-to create a currency 
and determine the value thereof. 
If the gold clause applied to a 
very limited number of contracts 
and security issues, it would be 
a matter of no particular conse- 
quence, but in this country vir- 
tually all obligations, almost as 
a matter of routine, contain the 
gold clause. In the light of this 
situation two phenomena which 
have developed during the pres- 
ent emergency make the enforce- 
ment of the gold clauses incom- 
patible with the public interest. 
The first is the tendency which 
has developed internally to hoard 
gold; the second is the tendency 
for capital to leave the country. 
Under these circumstances no 
currency system, whether based 
upon gold or upon any other 
foundation, can meet the require- 
ments of a situation in which 
many billions of dollars of securi- 
ties are expressed in a particular 
form of the circulating medium, 
particularly when it is the me- 
dium upon which the: entire 
credit and currency. structure 
rests,”

O be frank, far too many un- 
T warrantea slams are made. The 
declarer needs, let us say, &a 
finesse and a break in two suits.

The Girl Who Began Career

HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 16. 

OU, if you are a movie fan, are 
{ hearing a good deal now about 

Jean Muir. A year and a half 
ago Jean was probably the only 
person who even dreamed that you 
would ever hear of her, and the 
chances are that her dream never 
would have come out if the cine- 
mas hadn’t suddenly called for an 
extra girl to play dead. 

No fooling about that. Warner 
Brothers were making a film called 
“The Bureau of Missing Persons,” 
and needed someone to not only be 
missing, but to be rather thorough- 
ly, or at least to all appearances, 
dead. One of the early scenes, you 
may recall, was pictured in a 
morgue and you got a glimpse ofa 
pale girl on a cold marble slab. 
Well, that was Jean Muir. If you 
happened to wink, or nod your head 
just at the moment you didn’t see 
her, for it was a quick shot, and 
she, being dead, never appeared 
again.

When Jean was two her father’s

J., 22 miles out of New York, and 
built a home there. So it is Ridge- 
wood, N. J., that Jean calls her 
home town. 

Jeanh’s childhood there was simi- 
lar to that of other children raised 
in small towns. She was, she says, 
a wilful child, however, sometimes 
difficult to manage. Her father’s 
gentle methods of discipline were 
not always effective and much of 
the girl’s early training devolved 
upon her capable, energetic and 
strong-willed mother. 

Proud of his Scotch ancestry, 
Jean’s father told her countless 
stories of his homeland and man- 
aged to instill in his small daugh- 
ter some of his own love of Scot- 
land. “I had my first Scotch cos- 
tume when I was two,” Jean re- 
calls. “Father never tired of telling 
me about the clans and the kings 
and the legends of his country. I 
had a good working knowledge of 


Scotch history and folklore long be- 
fore I started to school. And I 
started at five.”

EAN’S father was prosperous in 
Je modest way and Jean’s child- 

hood was comfortable and pro- 
tected accordingly.

Her 
dress and her face. were well 
splotched with mud and her hands 
were caked with it. She trotted 
down the middle aisle toward the 
pulpit. Unfortunately no member 
of her immediate family was in the 
church and by the time an usher 
had captured her and carried her 
out, the morning services were 
quite thoroughly upset. So was the 
usher who came back to his seat 
only a little less muddy than Jean 
had been. 

“T have the unusual distinction 
of having been spanked for going 
to church,” Jean explains. “I was 
in disgrace for days.” 

As with most children Christmas 
and the Fourth of July were the 
biggest events of each year. For 
the Fourth,. Jean was usually al- 
lowed two dollars and she took 
weeks to spend it, bargaining care- 
fully for each explosive item. She 
‘was half Scotch, you know. Once 
her stock was complete, she would 
write out a full schedule for the 
day; with an hour and a minute 
set for every firecracker. Each 
Christmas she had a tree which she 
decorated herself with the help of 
a neighbor boy, but the Christmas 
on which she received the nurse’s 
uniform still stands out as the most 
memorable of them all.
